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USDA Exception Summary 
Oct. 1, 2007 - Sept. 30, 2008 

The lACUC approved 3 exceptions to USDA regulations during the reporting period. All 3 
exceptions were to house animals in cages that provided less than the approved floor space for 
the species. 

Two protocols were submitted to house rabbits in cages that provided less than the required 
square footage for a period of up to 4 days. The space restriction was required to restrict the 
animal's movement following application of an intravenous catheter for continuous infusion, 
indwelling urinary catheter, and urine collection system. This exception was reviewed and 
approved by the lACUC. Thirty-six rabbits were approved for this exception during the 
reporting period. 

One protocol was submitted to house dogs in intensive care cages that provided less than the 
required square footage for a period of up to 6 hours. The intensive care cages were required to 
provide supplemental heat to the animals following a procedure. This exception was reviewed 
and approved by the lACUC. Four dogs were approved for this exception during the reporting 
period. 
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
